To add to the pitching staff the Giants have, the 

sport writers say, the most exciting ball player to watch 
in "55”. This could be none other than Willie Mays. 
Some say that Mays is already better than Stan Musial 
(we would be inclined to argue a little on that). To 
finish off the Giants we must watch Alvin Dark their 
great shortstop. Also Whitey Lockman, Monty Irvin 
and possibly Dusty Rhodes.

The Cincinnati Redlegs’ problem this year is pitching.

Minarcin, none of whom are proven pitchers. Their two 
big boys are Ted Kluszewski, who had 49 homers last year, 
and Gus Bell. 

Philadelphia will be the only club with a new manager 
this year in the National League. Mayo Smith, up from 
Birmingham, will have some pretty good pitching—and 
that’s all. He will be counting on Robin Roberts, Curt 
Simmons, Jim Owens and possibly little Murray Dickson. 
Mow Blaylock may give Earl Torgeson a battle for the 
first base job. 

The Pirates with Branch Rickey at the helm are picked 
to come out of the cellar at the expense of the Cubs. Two 
men you can watch are Gene Freese, who played some good 
ball in Puerto Rico this winter, and Roberto Clementi. 

In the bottom spot we will find the Chicago Cubs. They 
have brought up the minor league pitcher with the best 
record last year in the presence of Bob Thorpe, but we 
wonder if he can make the jump from Class C ball to the 
major leagues. They are still bringing young players up 
in their building up process. In a few years they may give 
someone trouble. 

I’ve looked at the crystal ball—now you look at yours. 
Talking baseball makes us wish once again that a team 
could be fielded at UTMB.
